TRIPOLI (AP) — Tripoli was brought to a sundstiil Monday as citizens 
staged a protest strike against the country's worst car bombing in three 
years as the death toll rose to 70. Police sard a man wounded in Saturday's 
blast in a crowded vegetable market in the northern port city died in 
hospital early Monday. Police said another 100 wounded in the blast that 
devastated the low-income Tabbanch district remained in hospital. 
Schools, shops, cafes, restaurants, cinemas, banks and other businesses 
were dosed throughout Lebanon's second largest city with a population of 
85(1,000. The strike, on the second day of a 48-hour period of public 
mourning, was called by the city's coordination committee . The explosion 
was the bloodiest car bombing in Lebanon since March 8, 19S5. when SO 
people were lulled and 250 wounded in an explosion in the districi of Bir 
Ai Abed in south Beirut. No group has claimed responsibility for 
Saturday's blast in Tripoli. Si) kilometres north of Beirut. Earlier car 
bombings have been blamed on the sectarian enmities of Lebanon's 
1 7-year-old civil war as well as other feuds.

Assad, Arafat meet 
to end 5-year rift 

DAMASCUS (Agencies) — President Hafez Al Assad of Syria and 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
met Monday marking the end of a five-year rift between them. 

The Assad-Aralht meeting lasted three and one-half hours, 
according to presidential spokes m an Jibran Konrieh. 

“Talks were about tbe Arab and Palestinian situations. In 
particular about the popular uprising against the Israeli occupation 
of Araji territories and tbe necessity of supporting the uprising,*’ 
Konrieh said. 

He gave no other details. 

Arafat arrived Sunday for tbe meeting, which Palestinian officials 
described as the start of a aew chapter in PLO-Syrian relations. 

Tbe meeting was tbe second time tbe two leaders have come 
face-to-face since 1983. 

The two met briefly in Amman at tbe extraordinary Arab summit 
last November to discuss ending the so-called “camps war” in 
Lebanon. 

The PLO leader was accompanied by Farouk Kaddonmi, who 
beads the PLO’s political department; and Arafat's deputy in Fateh, 
Salah Khataf, the spokesman said. 

Five other members of the central committee of Fateh, tbe PLO’s 
main component, also attended: Hani Al Hassan, Rafiq Al Natsheh, 
Hayei Abdul Hamid, Salim Al Zaanoun and Mo h a mm ad Rateb 
Ghooeim. Kourieh said. 

George Habash, leader of the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP), said that tbe three-hour meeting •‘touched on all 
issues” Arafat was* to discuss with Assad. 

In addition to Habash, Monday’s PLO meeting at tbe Rawda 
Guest Palace also included Nayef Hawatmeh, secretary-general of 
tbe Democratic Front for tbe Liberation of Palestine (DFLP);

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N AF adds 193 more 
needy families to list 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — The National Aid Fond 
(NAF) last month added 193 needy families to a list 
of thousands of poor families receiving m onthly 
financial assistance; and spent a total of JD 750 on 13 
emergency cases, according to NAF’s . Director 
General Khalil A1 Faouri. 


Faouri said at present the NAF 
offers monthly payments to eight 
thousand needy families and is 
financing 602 vocational projects 
to help find occupation for heads 
of some of these families. 

Hie NAF last month spent a 
total of JD 596 on providing 
artificial limbs to eight people, 
conducted studies on 25 cases of 
poor people requesting free 
medical treatment in Ai Hussein 
Medical Centre, 21- for treatment' 
oh Jordan University Hospital, 
and 32 in other government hos- 
pitals, Faouri said. 

He said that needy families 
receive JD 40 a month from the 
NAF which also spends JD 3,000 
on financing the upkeep of senile 
persons at homes for the aged. 

Last month. Faouri said, that 


the NAF spent a total of JD 
2,139,344 last year on more than 
9,000 needy families in Jordan. 

He said NAFs resources were 
confined to the Jordanian treas- 
ury which offered the fund JD 2.2 
million during 1987 to help the 
fund operate its projects. 

“The NAF has been operating 
for 19 months, but its services 
have been reaching needy people 
around the country through NAF 
centres," Faouri said. 

Upon its inception in October 
1986. the NAF announced that 
the government had allocated JD 
1.5 million to provide assistance 
to the poor and that this would be 
augmented by donations from 
various individuals, voluntary 
societies and organisations. 

Meanwhile, in Mafraq a meet- 


ing was held Monday to discuss 
means of handling pockets of 
poverty and helping needy fami- 
lies in the Mafraq governorate. 

The meeting, held under the 
chairmanship of the Mafraq gov- 
ernor, was attended by directors 
of social development, Awqaf 
and NAFs offices in -the dty as 
well as representatives of. charit- 
able societies and other local offi- 
cials. 

The role of the Zakat Fund, 
the NAF and other charitable 
institutions in providing assist- 
ance to the poor was discussed. 

In addition, the meeting discus- 
sed the implementation of pro- 
jects included in the govern o- 
rate's five-year plan for generat- 
ing income to a larger number of 
families, to help stem the causes 
of poverty in the region. 

At the of the meeting, it was 
announced that three committees 
have been formed to conduct a 
wide-scale study on the pockets 
of poverty in Mafraq; and other 
committees are still to be set up 
later to conduct similar tasks in 
other areas.

Ministry says meat shortage over 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Ministry of 
Supply officials have stressed that 
the Jordanian markets will, from 
now on, have sufficient quantities 
of fresh imported meat following 
the shortage over the past eight 
days, according ro a report in the 
Sawt Al Shaab Arabic daily. 

The report said the shortage 
was due to an incident in which 
the importer was found to be 
cheating on the standard of meat 
in violation of his contract with 
the Ministry of Supply. 

The report said the importer 
was found to have brought into 


the country 3,600 beads of sheep 
(frozen meat) 10 days ago and 
was trying to offer it to the 
market as fresh meat. 

The meat has been seized, and 
the ministry has forced the con- 
tractor to slaughter live local 
sheep to make up for the required 
quantities, and to sell the meat in 
the market for the same price of 
imported meat, the paper noted. 

It also said that the process 
took some time to complete and 
rendered the market short of 
sufficient quantities of fresh 
meat. According to the paper, 
Jordan requires at least 40 tonnes 


of meat a day, but in the month of 
Ramadan consumption normally 
increases, prompting the ministry 
to arrange for the importation of 
additional quantities. 

The report pointed out that last 
Thursday the ministry's slaughter 
bouses distributed 82 tonnes of 
mutton and continued the process 
at the average rate of 62 tonnes-a- 
day. 

But a decision has been taken 
now to increase the quantities by 
17 tonnes a day to make up for 
any shortage on the market, mak- 
ing tiie total amount 57 tonnes-a- 
day. 


Aqaba airport to 
get new terminal 


Education Committee discusses 
bylaws on teachers’ retirement 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Minis- 
try of Education's Educational 
Committee met Monday under 
the chairmanship of Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
Education Thouqan Hindawi to 
discuss bylaws and regulations 
covering the retirement of em- 
ployees and teachers during 1988. 

A set of guidelines prepared by 
an administrative committee 
formed the basis of these regula- 
tions which were approved at the 
meeting, and which require em- 
ployees seeking retirement to 
submit application by the end of 
April. 


The regulations stipulate that 
male applicants are liable to get 
approval for retirement provided 
they completed 20 years of active 
service with the Ministry of 
Education, and female applicants 
should have served for at least 15 
years. , 

At the meeting, the committee 
approved of applications for re- 
tirement as submitted by those 
employees entitled to it in accord- 
ance with the regulations. 

Furthermore, the committee 
discussed a working paper on the. 
accomplishment of Ministry De- 
partments and educational cen- 


The paper underlined the need 
for the availability of school 
buildings, the -modernisation of 
educational legislation^ regarding 
education,' an improvement and 
amendment of administrative 
regulations. The supply of skilled 
manpower required for the de- 
velopment of educational prog- 
rammes, the improvement of 
methods employed in educational 
supervision and direction and the 
strengthening the link between 
the local community and the edu- 
cational institutions in the 
Kingdom. 


Pharmacists sworn in as JPA members 


AMMAN (J.T.) — More than 
100 new Jordanian pharmacists 
Monday took the oath after being 
accepted as members of the 
Jordanian Pharmacists Associa- 
tion (JPA). 

They were sworn in at a meet- 
ing held under the chairmanship 


of Health Minister Zaid Hamzeh 
and in the presence of the JPA's 
President Taiseer Al Hjmsi and 
the association’s board members. 
In a speech on the occasion. Dr.

Work on a new terminal build- 
ing for the airport is underway 
and is expected to be completed 
by August 1988, the minister said 
at a meeting with the Minister of 
Tourism Znhair Ajlouni, repre- 
sentatives of the tourism sector 
and the Qvil Aviation Authority. 

Once the new terminal has 
been completed it is expected to 
help ease the problem, of conges- 
tion, which the airport is -en- 
countering from time to time, the 
minister noted. 

Haj Hassan urged all con- 
cerned parties to coordinate their 
operations in a manner to enable 
Aqaba airport ' cope with any 
number of tourist groups, and to 
provide tourists and visitors to 
Jordan with all possible conveni- 
ence. 

According to Haj Hassan the 
total cost of the new terminal is 
expected to reach JD 370,000. 

He said the building will be 
assigned for departure while the 
old building will be used for 
arrivals as of August. 

For his part Ajlouni called on 
the concerned authorities to final- 
ise arrangements and prepara- 
tions for meeting the increase in 
the tourism traffic in the 
-Kingdom.

AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — Minis- 
ter of Agriculture Marwan 
Hmoud Monday met with the 
president of the Jordanian Agri- 
cultural Engineers Association 
(JAEA) to discuss the associa- 
tion’s role in promoting its mem- 
bers’ activities. 

They also discussed the asso- 
ciation’s role in bolstering coop- 
eration between the engineers 
and the Ministry of Agriculture to 
contribute to tbe national agri- 
cultural development. 

The meeting follows a state- 
ment by the minister in which he 
defined regulations governing tbe 
distribution of Ministry of Agri- 
culture's subsidy to local farmers, 
who apply the agricultural pat- 
terns system in the rainfed and 
irrigated regions of the Kingdom. 

According to these regulations, 
farmers entitled to subsidy and 
financial assistance are those 
growing eggplants and marrows, 
who will receive JD 10 for every 
dunum of their land planted with 
these two crops in the Jordan 
Valley's irrigated areas, and JD 
15 for every dunum of their land 
planted with these two crops in 
the high regions. 

Official documents should be 
supplied by farmers supporting 
their abidance by the regulations 
and proving their claims to the 
subsidy, according to the regula- 
tions. 

They also said that farmers 
abiding by the regulations but 
tend to increase the area of land 
grown with the - two crops, in 
violation of the agricultural pat- , 
terns system, will not be offered 
any assistance. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Depart- 
ment of Meteorology expects a 
long stretch of sunny days foflow- 
ing the rains that fell in different 
parts of the Kingdom over the 
past few days.

The site 

THE village of Bathan sits on a 
hUI on the northeasters side of 
Wadi El Karak. The landscape 
.areaiod bs the Wadi gets steeper 
and more difficult the more it 
approaches the Dead Sea. and on 
the last bit of reasonably usable 
land the village of Bathan repre- 
sents the only traditional living 
site on the northeastern side of 
the wadi. The land after Bathan 
in the direction of the Dead Sea is 
extremely difficult to cultivate or 
to- settle. The only trace of an 
attempt to settle beyond Bathan 
us. seen at Khirbet Zabuba. 

The mountain northeast of 
Bathan, label AI Habashneh, 
acts as a wall that rises to separate 
•the area of Wadi Ei Karak from 
•the area of Wadi Ebn Hammad. 
This physical barrier makes Wadi 
~Zi Karak s well-defined and inde- 
pendent parr of Ard Ei Karak. 
•The wadi can be architecturally 
■represented by the two villages, 
.Bathan on one side and Mumia- 
on the other side of the wadi. The 
two villages have a similar alti- 
tude of 500-550 metres, and their 
'land meets at the bottom of the 
wadi. Bathan has two springs, 
both to the south. less than 500 
-metres from the village. The wadi 
'also has a permanent water flow 
but its banks are too steep for 
utilisation by the people of the 

• village. 

" - The village 

Bathan has a unique layout. It 
has a well defined perimeter cre- 
•ated by the arrangement of the 

• houses facing inward and resemb- 
'. ling what coold be seen from the 
1 outside as a village wail. Seen 
;from the northern side of the 
•village, this elevation is formed 
; bv the back walls of the houses 
; that are constructed on the edge 
' ol the flat top of the hill. The 


houses have access to the inside 
with courtyards in front that sepa- 
rate them from the only walkway 
of the village. This walkway be- 
gins at the big “Sidr” tree where 
the main village entrance is lo- 
cated and ends with a secondary 
“back door” that leads to farm 
land. The main entrance, being 
well defined with an extraordin- 
ary tree, becomes the gathering 
place for the villagers, the tree’s 
limbs spanning the seating area 
where men and women gather to 
talk. Walking down the walkway 
that runs in the centre of the 
village, one passes by wooden 
gates that lead to the courtyards. 
Few houses are adjacent to the 
walkway, the majority being at 
the perimeter of the village. The 
walls of the courtyards are high 
enough so that one cannot see 
what is inside. The walkway, 
which runs in a nearly straight 
line, suddenly makes a right angle 
and stops at the steep slope of the 
Wadi El Karak. At the left side of 
this end of the walkway is the 
house of Abu Abd Ei Razzag AI 
Jaafreh, with an “ullieh” where I 
stayed for some days in March, 
1985. 

From the main walkway one 
enters the courtyards through a 
wooden gate that keeps the goats 
inside. Inside one can see the 
entrances to the houses and to 
struct* .es that are specially con- 
st ru xd for sheltering animals. 
These stables are made of one 
vault that spans 3 to 4 metres and 
is 5 to 6 metres deep. The entr- 
ance of the vault is totally open in 
the full shape of the vault, and in 
the sides are niches filled with 
food for the animals — usually 
horses, donkeys and cows. 

Also in the courtyard one often 
finds a ramp leading to the roofs 
of the house. This ramp is called 
“hammaleh” and is used to pro- 
vide access to the roofs. The roofs 
of the houses meet to form a 
single roof which covers a large 


part of the village. It is often 
easier to use the roof of the 
village to go from one courtyard 
to another than it is to go by an 
exterior route. On the rooftop of 
Bathan. one feels as if the whole 
village is made of subterranean 
dwellings; since the roofs finish is 
of earth, it is hardly distinguish- 
able from the natural landscape. 
This common roof allows for get- 
ting large amounts of hay and 
grain into the storage units of the 
houses. Grain is brought up and 
poured through an opening in the 
roof called “rozana" or “rozan’\ 
The roof of the village is also used 
for drying food and for sleeping 

' in the s umm ertime. In B athan 
one family had a tent built on top 
of their house to provide a lofty 
place for the family to enjoy fresh 
air and distant views. 

Bathan is growing to the east 
away from the' old village and 
along the road. The traditional 
Bathan is still in perfect shape. 
No cars enter the village since the 
road stops at the entrance where 
the big tree allows clearance only 
for people and goats. The new 
constructions are totally 
irrelevant to the traditional en- 
vironment. They represent the 
result of a new environment cre- 
ated by the different human 
needs of today and foe present 
technological ways of satisfying 
these needs. 

The Big Tree 

This is probably foe biggest 
tree in foe Karak area. It is called 
AI Sidreh, Sidr being foe local 
name of this kind of tree 
(Zizypbus spina ebristi). The tree 
is wall; it represents a supernatu- 
ral power. No one should break 
off any of its branches. One of foe 
villagers said, “The Sidreh hurts 
whoever cuts one stick from it; a 
disease or a misfortune will hap- 
pen to him.” The wall just below 
its big trank has two niches that, 
until five years ago, were foe 
place for candles and incense put 
there every Thursday night by 
Hajjeh Zenat AI Jaafreh. The 
candles and foe incense are signs 
of respect and admiration of foe 
wali; they are not supposed to be 
taken away by anyone. Accord- 
ing to KamaJ Abd AI Ghani 
Sleiman AI Jaafreh (March 21, 
1985, Bathan): 


“One day in foe evening of a 
Thursday. Um Mohammad (AI 
Hajjeh Zenat) put two candles 
and one incense stick in foe 
niches; then a man came and 
removed foe candles and the in- 
cense. The following day he be- 
came extremely sick, couldn't 
move or talk, and on Saturday he 
was put under foe tree and stayed 
there for fourteen days till he got 
cured. Later he described people 
in white with green headdresses 
who used to come and stay beside 
him till foe morning. The name of 
this man was Atallah Salman, and 
that was twenty years ago, in foe 
sixties.” 

On Thursday evening, March 
21. I went with Abd AI Majeed - 
AI Jaafreb to foe tree. I placed 
candles in the niches and watched 
foe reaction of foe people who 
had not seen the entrance of then- 
village lit with candles for the 
previous five years. 

The bouses 1 “ : 

Wadi El Karak offers a type of 
Jordanian bouse that I did not see 
anywhere else. The houses of this 
area exhibit one extreme varia- 
tion on the typical village house 
in Jordan. Normally most of foe 
variations are limited to foe prop- 
ortions of foe outer cube, its 
relationship with foe open spaces 
and other functions, .and to foe 
interior. In foe Bathan house 
something else happens that 
changes the entrance of foe house 
completely; here foe entrance to 
foe house starts with a big arch. 
This arch is proportionately iden- 
tical to foe inner arches that carry 
foe roof but is placed outside foe 
rectangle of foe house. The door 
then is seen inside this arch in a 
second front wall. The space that 
is between foe wall with foe arch 
and foe wall with the door is long 
and narrow. It is used to keep 
things out of foe rain and some- 
times for baking bread. Entering 
a Bathan bouse one feels the 
transition that this special varia- 
tion gives, instead of experienc- 
ing a sudden change in light and 
privacy. The outer arch provides 
a resolved alternative to foe 
abrupt change created by an im- 
mediate entrance into foe living 
area. 

The interior of the Bathan 
house is typical; foe only thing . 



one notices is that foe grain stor- 
age areas are limited. This results 
from the type of agriculture pre- 
vailing in foe area, and since foe 
landscape of Bathan does not 
provide large areas for growing 
grain, this product has had li- 
mited effect on interior storage 
facilities. 

The people 

The majority of the population 
of Bathan is from foe AI Jaafreh 
family which is a branch of foe 
main family AI Habashneh. 
Other branches include AI 
Rahaifefa, Arud and Ramadin. 
Bathan is lively even though it is 


half-deserted. The fact that foe 
village has one main entrance 
makes for quite a bit of traffic in 
foe walkway. In foe early morn- 
ing the entrance of foe village 
becomes a popular gathering spot 
for many people — teachers . 
from Bathan who teach in other 
villages, students who go to 
school in Karak, men going to foe 
market place and soldiers going 
back to their duty stations. And 
while all these people wait for foe 
first bus from Karak before 
dawn, others pass by on their way 
to foe fields or herd their goats 
towards grazing land. 

My second day in . Bathan 


started early. The breakfast was 
olive oil with sylvatic oregano, 
whole wheat bread, and goat’s 
milk boiled with sugar. I was 
given a donkey to ride to the 
farming land of Abu Abd EI 
Razzag AI Jaafreh, foe father of 
the family I stayed with. His sons 
Sheikh Ali and Abd El Haleem 
were both riding on foe big mule 
that does foe plowing. We left foe 
village heading to the east and 
descended between foe fields of 
Bathan. We passed foe two water 
springs on foe way andkept going 
deeper and deeper into Wadi AI 
Karak. The road got so steep that 
1 became very frightened. Hold- 


ing tightly to the plow that was 
tied on foe donkey, I finally 
arrived at foe site of that day’s 
work. The site had at least a 45 
degree slope. It is hard to imagine 
how the grapevines did not slide 
into foe wadi. The grapevines 
were ancient and were kept in 
good maintenance; this was the 
reason for that day’s work. 
Sheikh Ali and his brother Abd 
El Haleem worked hard opening 
horizontal scores in foe steep land 
to prevent rainwater from flowing 
downward eroding the earth. 
These scores are also used as 
water channels to irrigate foe 
grapevines during the summer.

Fasting: Concept and objectives

RAMADAN is foe month when 
Muslims observe a total fast from 
dawn to dusk. Muslims bold this 
month very dear to their heart for 
the revelation of the Holy Koran 
began this month. 

Fasting or as it is called in 
Arabic is one of the cardinal 
principles of Islam. Saum is an 
Arabic word meaning abstention 
from something. Suum as Such is 
not merely fasting. Ramadan 
fasting is not only abstention 
from food but from all worldy 
pleasures. It is also an observance 
of strict moral conduct. 

In prescribing abstinence from 
food, drink and sex from morning 
till evening during the month of 
Ramadan, the Holy Koran has 
made i: clear that (he object of 
such a discipline is to inculcate 
piety in an individual. Addressing 
the believers, the Koran says. 
“Fasting is prescribed for you as 
it were prescribed for those be- 
fore you. so that you may attain 
righteousness,”’ 

Having said that, the question 
arises^ “What is this fast or 
suu'm?" i n fact, the English word 
fust does not fully convey the 


meaning of the word saum. 
However. 3 person observing the 
fast is required, throughout the 
month of Ramadan to abstain 
from food, drink and sex between 
the first flush of dawn and sunset. 
Ramadan fast is obligatory upon 
every Muslim adult, with certain 
exceptions. A sick person, a 
traveller, a woman nursing a 
child, an old person, and one who 
feels the severity of fast on 
account of age or infirmity, are all 
exempt. When the reason for 
exemption from fast is only tem- 
porary, the number of fasts mis- 
sed should be made up any time 
during the year. 

Ramadan, being a lunar 
month, comes eleven days earlier 
every year, thus rotating through 
the year. It falls in all seasons in 
turn. In the tropics where most 
Muslims live, when Ramadan 
falls in summer season, the fast 
imposes considerable hardship. 
During this month normal work 
has to be carried on, and in the 
intense heat and dryness a severe 
degree of thirst has to be endured 
for several hours each day. But 
foe fust of Ramadan is not a 
penance. 


Objective 

Ramadan fast is a physical, 
moral and spiritual discipline. Its 
object is the attainment of right- 
eousness. Similar disciplines had 
been prescribed in other faiths, 
though in some it has only a 
symbolic significance. In many 
ancient faiths fasting was con- 
fined to a particular class. Among 
the Hindus, for instance, it was 
reserved for the Brahmins, and 
among the fire-worshipers, for 
the priests. In ancient Greece 
only women were required to 
fast. 

Islam has done away with these 
classifications and has made fast- 
ing a universal religious duty. 
Now. you may wonder, ‘What is 
it that makes Muslims voluntarily 
undergo such rigours?' Well, it is 
nothing but a faith in Allah and 
fear of Allah and the day of 
judgment. The rigour and disci: 
pline of this month bring Muslims 
face to face with the realities of 
life and help them make their 
entire life, a life of true obedience 
to Allah's will. 

From yet another point of 
view, fasting has an immense 
impact on society, for all Muslims 


irrespective of their status must 
observe fast during Ramadan. 
This brings to prominence the 
essential quality of men and cre- 
ates in them the sentiments of 
love and brotherhood. 

Fasting has its own rules and 
prohibitions, its own system and 
social goals. In Islam, fasting is 
enjoined for the moral elevation 
and spiritual development of 
man. As we have seen before. 
Ramadan fasting is not mere ab- 
stention from food — it's a total 
abstention from all worldly plea- 
sures. In fact, abstention from 
food is only a step toward the 
goal of achieving piety. So we see 
that fasting is actually a kind of 
training and the month of Rama- 
dan is one of the means by which 
Muslims try to achieve this. 

Ramadan fasting has moral .as 
well as physical advantages. It nor 
only prepares a person for a life 
of hardship and frugality but also 
exercises a sooting effect upon 
this mind and body. It is well 
known tradition of Prophet 
Mohammad (peace be upon him) 
that diet control is the best cure 
for many diseases — a fact which 
has been proved b\ recent medic- 
al findings — Arab News. 
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Gifts, guarantees 


THE sweeping American-lsraeli “memorandum of 
agreement” on cooperation that was signed last week was 
described as a “great U.S. gift” to Israel on the eve of the 
40th anniversary of the creation of the Zionist state. And 
so it may be, but it indeed is an open slap in the face of the 
Arab World in that the memorandum, which binds 
successive' American administrations into towing the 
heavily pro-Israeli policy of the Reagan Wliite House, 
cannot be seen as anything but a reward for Israeli 
extremists led by its Prime Minister Yitzhak S hamir who 
has done nothing bat undermine prospects for a just and 
comprehensive settlement to the Arab-Israeii conflict. 

The “great American gift” to Israel also coincides with 
Washington's declared efforts to bring in an international 
context to Middle East peace negotiations through 
accepting the idea of an international conference under 
U.N. auspices, albeit a heavily watered-down version of 
the Arab call for such a forum. By the same token, 
Washington has made its stand very clear by openly 
indicating its unambiguous stand by the side of one of the 
protagonists — Israel — in the overall equation. How 
does that compare with the American contention that the 
Soviet Union has not been doing anything “creative"' to 
warrant a role in Middle East peace negotiations? Does 
the wide-ranging memorandum of agreement which 
establishes without the slightest trace of doubt Israel’s 
status as the most important strategic ally of the U.S. in 
the Middle East be seen as “creative”? 

It is precisely because of this lop-sided American stand 
that the Arabs are insisting on a full-ftedged international 
conference which will not be just a ceremonial umbrella 
for peace talks. If anything, the Arab insistence shonld 
indeed be strengthened by the open American declaration 
through its latest gift to Israel since there is little doubt 
that the roles appear to be reversed now; it will be the 
U.S. that will Cry to impose Israeli solutions on the Arabs 
rather than the Soviets and Chinese trying the same thing 
with Israel as Shamir and company allege. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Ai Ra 7; Fighting for Palestinian rights 

KING Hussein bas again stressed tbat Jordan will remain committed 
to serving tbe Arab nation at large: and reiterated that this country 
will be faithful to the principles and the goals of the Great Arab 
Revolt. Jordan, as King Hussein said, has clearly and openly 
declared its stand with regard to the solution of the Middle East 
problem, and wants a complete Israeli withdrawal from the occupied 
Arab territories so that a just and durable solution for the Palestine 
problem can be found and the Palestinian people's rights can be 
ensured. In this context, the King said Jordan cannot attend an 
international conference without the participation of all concerned 
parties specially the PLO which represents the Palestinian people. 
Any attempt to force Jordan to act on behalf of the PLO will be 
tantamount to an attempt of avoiding a solution for the Palestine 
problem as a whole. The King paid tribute to the Palestinian people's 
uprising which he described as an expression of that people's 
rejection of continued occupation and a show of desire for freedom 
and salvation. Tbe King said that the Palestinian people are taking a 
heroic stand now, defending their rights and struggling for freedom in 
the face of occupation and injustice. Struggle has been the choice of 
tbe Palestinians whose hearts have no room for despair and can never 
allow injustice to prevail - 

AJ Dustour: An Arab fortress 

KING Hussein spoke at an Iftar banquet Sunday, emphasising that 
Jordan will remain a strong fortress with its people and armed forces 
and national unity. This country, be noted, will remain an oasis of 
stability where all people enjoy equal rights and responsibilities in 
accordance with the constitution. The King is full of affection for and 
pride In his people; he is keen on embarking on any move that would 
enhance the links of unity and interaction among this people. The 
King was keen on sending his greetings to the steadfast people in the 
occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strip who are involved in an 
uprising in the face of Israel's oppression. He said their revolt is an 
expression of their rejection of occupation and continued injustice; 
and also it is a manifestation of that people's adherence to their land 
and their rights. The King reiterated that Jordan will never act on 
behalf of the PLO which is the sole and legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people. His statement came as a reply to all attempts 
by the enemy to draw a wedge among brothers and disrupt their 
unity, achieved at the Amman Summit meeting last November. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Committed to Arab causes 


KING Hussein addressed the nation Sunday, reiterating his commit- 
ment to the principles and goals of the Great Arab Revolt and 
pledging to remain faithful to serving the Arab nation in the light of 
these principles. In greeting the steadfast people in the occupied 
Arab lands, the King stressed again that Jordan will support their 
uprising. Jordan, he said, will never act on behalf of the PLO, the 
representative of the Palestinian people at the projected internation- 
al peace conference, but will remain faithful in defending the rights of 
the oppressed people of Palestine. This country, its people and 
armed forces will remain true to their commitment in defending the 
Arab people of Palestine, and will continue to seek all means for 
bringing justice to this land. The King said that Jordan, regardless of 
the challenges and the obstacles, will continue to struggle for unity 
among Arabs in general and the Palestinian people in particular, a 
unity which was the objective of the Great Arab Revolt. The 
steadfast people will continue their uprising and will never allow 
despair infiltrate their hearts. 



The American perception of the uprising

THE Palestinian uprising in the West Bank and Gaza and its support 
from Israeli Arabs have thrown an even starker light on American 
policy toward tbe Israd- Palestine question. It seems even more 
evident that despite tbe Shafts shuttles, tbe United States supports 
the incorporation of the West Bank and Gaza into Israel. This means 
that the U.S. wiQ only support policies that have the objective of 
improving the quality of life of Palestinians in tbe occupied 
territories and perhaps allowing than some BwntipH farm of 
autonomy.

In the absence of a meaningful American political response, the 
level of Israel's violence will continue with the ahn of keeping the 
situation stable, even though many people in Europe and the United 
States now realise that Palestinians are being treated brutally. But

Unlike Panama 
Canal, Suez 
Canal’s troubles 
not home-grown

ISMAILIYA, Egypt — These are 
troubled times for the Suez Can- 
al. It’s a victim of the “tanker 
war' waged 1,400 miles away, in 
the Gulf, by Iraqi warplanes and 
Iranian gunboats. 

Ask a canal man about busi- 
ness. and he talks of the Gulf war 
as much as of moving ships be- 
tween the Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea. 

“It's not so bad. even though 
the war's still going on," said 
Capt. Aly Nasr, deputy director 
of the transit. “We have more 
ships (in 1988) than last year." 

Although the canal remained a 
vital contributor to Egypt's eco- 
nomy in 19S7, almost 5 per cent 
fewer ships used it than in 1986. 
when traffic totals already were 
down by 7 per cent from 1985. 
Net tonnage was down last year 
more than 5 per cent, tanker 
tonnage off almost 9 per cent. 

The tanker war began on 
March 27. 1984. By late March 
1988, 308 tankers with 66 million 
tonnes capacity had been hit. said 
the Oslo-based International 
Tanker Organisation. Intertanko. 

That's 10 per cent of the ships 
in the world's tanker fleet and 25 
per cent of its capacity. Addi- 
tionally, Intertanko said 10 mil- 
lion tonnes — 4 per cent of 
capacity — were total losses, the 
ships scrapped. 

As the war has heated up. 
tanker usage of the canal has 
declined, 257 fewer in 1987 than 
in 1986. a drop of 7 per cent. 

Progressive decline 

Daunting as they are, such 
figures represent only part of the 
progressive decline in the Suez 
Canal’s fortunes, said Moham- 
mad Ezzat Adel, chairman of the 
Suez Canal Authority.

Schizophrenic Israel 


The following article by Yossef Lapid appeared on April 1 in tbe 
Israeli newspaper Ma’ariv. It is reprinted from tbe London-based 
Middle East Internationa]. 


THERE are two states of Israel. 
One is a military, some even say 
nuclear power, which 
courageously controls large areas 
of the Middle East. It determines 
U.S. foreign policy by means of 
pressure from the Jewish lobby. 
It has developed high-tech indus- 
tries and promoted sophisticated 
agricultural schemes, and main- 
tains an exemplary democratic 
regime, a model welfare state, 
and admirable cultural institu- 
tions. This state is the pride of 
diaspora Jewry, and has, during 
its 40 years of existence, brought 
about a miracle unrivalled in the 
history of nations. 

There is also another state of 
Israel, one surrounded by ene- 
mies bent on its destruction and 
waging a hopeless struggle to 
impose its rule on another people 
living in territories that don’t 
belong to it. That state is depen- 
dent upon the political and eco- 
nomic generosity of the United 
States, a burden to diaspora Jew- 
ry and almost isolated in the 
family of nations. Moreover, it is 
being tom apart by internal con- 
flicts and groaning under the 
growing weight of a fossilised 
bureaucracy. It looks at the fu- 
ture with justified concern, not 
having learned yet even how to 
play football properly. 

The two states of Israel coexist * 
with one another, in mutual con- 
tradiction. yet mutually en- 
twined. “Poor old Samson" 
(Samson- Agonistes) is how the 


late Levi Eshkol used to call it. 
There is no point in asking the 
real state of Israel to please stand 
up. Both are real. We are both 
proud and deeply ashamed 
citizens, we bold two passports, 
one to paradise and the other to 
hell. We have two identities, that 
of truth seekers and that of perse- 
cutors. We fluctuate between mo- 
ments of great pride and blackest 
despair, between high hopes and 
deep frustration, between Jeru- 
salem the Golden and East Jer- 
usalem. 

In such circumstances it is no 
wonder we have developed a kind 
of national schizophrenia, which 
expresses itself in wild mood 
swings, social tensions and grave 
problems of self image. Our schi- 
zophrenia also make it difficult to 
reach a national consensus. With 
starting points quite so far apart 
as ours, it is impossible to agree 
on a path. 

The wider world also has prob- 
lems deciding which is the real 
Israel. The events of the last few 
months have reinforced Israel’s 
negative image. Yet our interna- 
tional reputation, and especially 
our image in the Arab World, are 
not just of cosmetic concern. 
They determine, to a large ex- 
tent, the attitude taken towards 
us is concrete matters. It is here 
that the greatest danger lies, for a 
vision of Israel as wretched and 
ugly may well become a self- 
fulfilling prophesy.

The only measure by which 
1987 was a good year was in the 
movement of warships through 
the canal, because of the Gulf 
conflict, and in dollar earnings, 
because of the American curren- 
cy's collapse. 

Canal tolls are billed in special 
drawing rights, a five-currency 
basket designed by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, and are 
paid in any o’f 16 currencies. 
Despite a marginal decline in 
SDR income, the dollar's tumble 
meant more greenbacks for other 
currencies. 

This resulted in a rise of 9.2 per 
cent in dollar earnings to a record 
$1.2 billion. That’s more dollars 
than are produced by any Egyp- 
tian sector except money sent 
home by expatriate workers, oil 
exports and tourism. * 

Even though dollars are what 
count in Egypt's dollar-linked 
economy, the record dollar in- 
come from a troubled canal is 
quasi prosperity. Thus, canal au- 
thority officials have come up 
with innovations designed to 
generate new revenue to bring 
back real prosperity. 

In the process, the authority 
again is rebutting assumptions 
widely held in 1986, when Gama! 
Abdul Nasser stunned tbe world 
by nationalising the waterway, 
that the Egyptians would be un- 
able to make a go of it. 
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Cornerstone of Egypt’s 
economy 

One successful new move is a 
system of rebates for long-haol 
bulk carriers to entice them into 
the canal rather than around the 
Cape of Good Hope. Rebates, 
have been given for less than a 
year but already have provided 
more than $30 million in new 
cash. 

As the 1960s-era supertanker 
has appeared more and more to 
be shipping's dinosaur, plans 
were shelved to dredge tbe canal 
to accommodate them. They 
were replaced by a project, begun 
last year for completion in 1990, 
to widen the canal for wider ships 
at acceptable drafts. 

Except for an eight-year period 
when it was dosed by ships Egypt 
scuttled during the 1967 Middle 
East war, the canal under Egyp-. 
tian management has been a cor- 
nerstone of the country’s eco- 
nomy. 


It wasn't always so. 

Scores of thousands of con- 
scripted labourers dug foe 101- 
mile ditch from Port Said in the 
north to Suez in the south be- 
tween 1859 and 1869. The project 
cost Egypt more than $80 million 
in external debt and a vast but 
uncertain number of Egyptian 
lives, many of them in a great 
cholera epidemic in 1865-66. 

Khedive Ismail, Egypt's ruler, 
drove his country to bankruptcy 
with the canal and his generally 
spendthrift ways. 

Trying to stave off bankruptcy, 
Ismail and his son Tewfik sold all 
of Egypt’s stock and royalties in 
the Suez Canal Co., so that by 
1890 foe canal that had cost 
Egypt so dearly in money and 
lives belonged to French, British 
and other foreigners. 

A battlefield 

At foe same time, Ismail’s 
good friend Ferdinand de Les- 


seps, the French engineer who 
boflt foe canal, grew rich, often at 
Ismail's expense, and famous. On 
his induction to the French 
Academy in 1884, academy 
secretary Camille Doucet told 
him: 

“The Suez Canal... wifl be a 
gateway to the oceans... -Every- 
body will compete for its posses- 
sion. You have thus marked the 
site of a great future battlefield." 

As he predicted, war has bad a 
major role in the canal’s history, 
despite an 1888 international con- 
vention guaranteeing universal 
access in peace and war. 

The Khedive’s first concession 
agreement with de Lesseps, in 
1856, specified neutrality for the 
canal. 

Nevertheless, in 1882 Britain, a 
major shareholder because it 
bought Ismail’s 44 per cent stock 
in 1875, dispatched troops on the 
pretext of guarding European in- 
terests from, rising Egyptian 
nationalism. The canal zone was 
tile British base of military opera- 


tions, and canal traffic was inter- 
rupted for the first time. 

Britain retained tbe zone- as a 
military base. It barred German 
and other enemy ships during 
both world wars, invoking a 
clause in the convention that said 
neutrality should not infringe 
Egypt's security and public order. 

Citing die same clause, King 
Farouk dosed foe canal to Israeli 
ships on May IS, 1948, the day 
Israel declared itself a state and 
the first Arab-Israeli war broke 
out. Israel couldn't use the water- 
way until President Nasser’s suc- 
cessor Anwar Sadat signed foe 
Arab World’s ‘first peace treaty 
with the Jewish state in 1979. 

Nationalisation led to yet. 
another war. In late October 1956 
Israel, Britain and France col- 
laborated in a short-lived inva- 
sion remembered in Egyptian his- 
tories as the tripartite aggression. 
They withdrew ignominiously, 
mainly under pressure from U.S. 
President Dwight D- 
Eisenhower. 


Mossad: Israel f s agent of terror

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM — 
When an assassination team gun- 
ned down the PLO's no. 2 man at 
his home in Tunisia, it was widely 
accepted as another daring action 
by the long arm of Israel’s fabled 
security and intelligence services. 

The slaying of Khalil Wazir 
1,500 miles from Israel on April 
16 Imre tbe fingerprints of the 
Mossad, the agency responsible 
for activities outside Israel's bor- 
ders. By all accounts it was quick, 
derisive, carried out with split- 
second timing and backed by 
Israel's air and naval forces. 

Israel’s intelligence has been 
able to gather precise information 
on locations of homes or installa- 
tions and the movements of body- 
guards. Teams have been able to 
make pinpoint attacks and often 
escape without detection. 

Although Israeli officials de- 
clined public comment, Israeli 
sources privately acknowledged 
foe killing was planned by the 
agency, approved by the govern- 
ment and carried out by elite 
Israeli commandos. Tunisia ac- 
cused Israel of canying out the 
assassination. 

Israel's intelligence services 
have planted an agent in Syria, 
found and kidnapped Nazi war 
criminal Alolf Eichmann from 
Argentina in 1960, participated in 
the dramatic rescue of Israeli 
hostages held at Entebbe airport 
in Uganda in 1976 and the bomb- 
ing of Iraq’s nuclear reactor in 
1981. 

The Mossad has earned a repu- 
tation for canying out imagina- 
tive, high-risk operations to res- 
cue Israeli captives or punish 


those believed responsible for 
planning and carrying out attacks 
against Israelis. 

“Because of our special cir- 
camstances — namely we are 
poor, small and surrounded by 
belligerent countries — the 
Israeli intelligence is of utmost 
importance,” said Meir Amit, 
bead of tbe Mossad from 1963 to 
1968, "We have to have ears and 
eyes beyond our borders. 

“If yon can bang’ in the nail in 
one hit instead of two, you save 
money and energy. But to do 
that, you have to know where the 
head of the nail is," Amit told the 
Associated Press. “That’s where 
the Mossad comes in.” 

Despite some public failures, 
Israeli intelligence has been effec- 
tive, and the Wazir operation fits 
the pattern. 

Wazir, 52, also known as Abu 
Jibad, was deputy to Palestine 
Liberation Organisation Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat and head of 
foe PLO’s military operations. 

Israelis say Wazir organised a 
1978 bus hijacking in which 35 
Israelis were killed and a Tel 
Aviv hotel takeover in 1975 in 
which 11 hostages were slain. 

More recently, Israelis con- 
tend he was the mastermind 
behind nearly five months of Arab 
uprising as well as two successful 
infiltrations in which nine Israelis 
were killed. 

Founded in 1951, foe agency is 
responsible for covert activities 
outside foe country. It is so secret 
that Israeli law bars publishing 
tbe name of foe current Mossad 
chief. The agency is viewed as 
key to Israel's survival. 

The agency is helped by the 
fact that Israel, because it is a. 
state of emigrants, has among its 


ranks Jews bora in Arab coun- 
tries who speak Arabic and can 
easily fit into enemy environ- 
ments. 

Eli Cohen, the legendary 
Israeli spy who developed dose 
friendships with Syrian government 
and' military leaders, is a classic 
example. 

The Egyptian-born Cohen, pos- 
ing as an Arab, provided Israel 
with critical information from 
1960 until 1965, when he was 
u nmasked, tried and Hang * ^ by 
foe Syrians. 

In addition, most Jews who do 
not live in Israel feel a sense of 
loyalty to the Jewish state. ' 

In 1966, the Mossad used an 
American woman to persoade an 
Iraqi fighter pilot to defect to 
Israel with his Soviet-built MiG- 
21 fighter sought by Israeli milit- 
ary intelligence. 

Mossad agents also were led to 
Eichmann by a tip from a Ger- 
man official who was Jewish. 

Although few details have 
yet emerged, tbe Wazir killing 
appears to bear the most similar- 
ity to tbe 1973 raid on PLO 
offices in Beirut in which three 
top PLO officials, including 
Wazir ’s predecessor Kamel 
Adwan, were killed. 

As in tbe Wazir killing, that ' 
operation involved 1 seaborne 
commandos who managed to car- 
ry out foe killings on enemy 
territory despite the presence of 
armed guards. 

Hie leader of that earlier raid 
was Maj.-Gen. Amnoo S hahak 
now foe head of military intelii- -■ 
gence' who reportedly helped * 
organise the Wazir killing: 

Maj.-Gen. - Ehud Bafak. 
Israel’s deputy chief of staff’ - 
planned tbe 1973 raid. According ' 


to Israeli sources, Barak was the 
officer who personally saw off the 
commandos who went to Tunis tc 
loll Wazir. 

Israel also had experience mak- 
ing foe long trip to Tunis over the 
Mediterranean Sea. In 1985, 
Israel bombed PLO headquarter! 
in Tunis, killing 50 people inefod- 
ing an Arafat bodyguard. 

There have been some failures. 
Tbe Mossad was criticised ftn 
failing to adequately w arn Israeli 
leaders of an Arab military build- 
up prior to the 1973 war. . 

In addition, Israeli agents kil- 
led the .wrong man in July 1973 m 
their hunt for an Arab fighter, in 
Lille hammer, Norway, The- 1972 
Bcn-Gurion airport massacre, in 
which Japanese Red Army guer; 
rillas killed 26 people and wound- 
ed 72 in foe Israeli . passenger 
terminal, was a serious security 
lapse. 

Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 
and Ezer Weizman, a cabinet

Ethiopia, Somalia disengage border forces 


ADDIS ABABA (R) — Ethio- 
pian and Somali armies have 
, completed a disengagement of 
s forces along the border in accord- 
s ance with the peace agreement 
*’ signed by the two former enemies 
' earlier this month, Ethiopia said 
Monday. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 

- said both countries bad with- 
' drawn their troops to between 10 
•and IS kilometres from the fron- 
-tier under the supervision of a 
: joint military commission. 

‘ The disengagement process, 
the first of several measures de- 

- signed to restore confidence after 
'more than a decade of hostility 
‘between Ethiopia and Somalia, 
•was originally due to start April 
-15 and end by Msjy 15. 

The two countries went to war 
'in the Ogaden region of eastern 
. -Ethiopia in 1977. The war ended 
in 1978, when Somali forces with- 
' drew to the border, but the two 
countries kept tens of thousands 
-of troops stationed along the 
1,700-kilometre front and inter- 
mittent clashes continued until 


last year. ' 

Under the peace ' agreement, 
signed in Mogadishu April 3, 
Ethiopia and Somalia have 
already restored diplomatic rela- 
tions. They will also exchange 
prisoners of war and refrain from 
hostile propaganda, or acts of 
destabilisation against each 
other. 

They will eventually open talks 
on demarcating the border, which 
Somalia maintains is only an 
administrative line inherited from 
the former colonial powers which 
ruled the Horn of Africa. 

Somalia says the people of the 
Ogaden. many of whom are 
ethnic Somalis, should have the 
right to self-determination, while 
Addis Ababa wants Mogadishu 
to recognise the present border as 
permanent. 

Eritrean rebel attack 

The official Ethiopian News 
Agency (ENA) reported Monday 
that Ethiopia's only oil refinery 
and other installations in the Red 


Sea port of 'Assab suffered no 
damage in an attack by Eritrean 
rebels last week. 

ENA said Friday the rebel 
Eritrean People’s Liberation 
Front (EPLFJ killed five people 
and injured 15 when it shelled the 
refinery from the island of Senbar 
last Tuesday. 

But. Monday it quoted its re- 
porter at the port as saying the 
rebel attempt to cause economic 
havoc was a total failure as all the 
installations were intact. 

In a radio broadcast monitored 
in Nairobi the EPLF said its aim 
was to destroy the refinery be- 
cause of its military and economic 
importance to the Ethiopian gov- 
ernment.

Barre back Eritreans 

Somali President Mohammad

The U.S. navy struck after 
blasting two offshore Iranian oil

sponse" for the mining of a U.S: 
missile frigate in the Gulf April

Khamenei, who is chairman of 
the supreme defence council that 
determines Iranian strategy, 
warned the United States against 
any further “foolhardy moves." 

If the Americans launch any 
more "aggressive moves in the 
(Arabian) Gulf” they would get 
“a decisive and harsh response 
from us," he declared. 

The fiery Iranian rhetoric came 
amid a lull in the fighting. Both 
sides reported scattered skir- 
mishing and artillery duels, but 
no major action. - 


A tacit truce in the so-called 
“war of the cities" that took hold 
April 21 appeared to he holding. 
Neither side has fired missiles at 
population centres since then. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State 
George Shultz said Monday the 
United States would defend its 
right to operate in the Gulf but 
would not get entangled in a war 
with Iran. 

“We will not get tied up in any 
serious shooting war with the 
Iranians," Shultz said in a televi- 
sion interview. 

“Our object is simply to defend 
our interests, to insure the con- 
tinued ability to use international 
waterways," Shultz said. “There 
is no right on the pan of Iran or 
anybody else to put mines in 
international waterways, and 
they should know that.” 

Shultz did not dispute reports 
that the Reagan administration 


was considering- extending its 
Gulf escort missions to other na- 
tions’ ships when possible, but 
said President Reagan had made 
no final decision. 

“As far as our rules of engage- 
ment are concerned, what die 
right ones are for this stage of the 
game in the Gulf is being consi- 
dered in Washington," he said. 

“There is a process of consulta- 
tion going on and I think it’s 
premature to describe them in 
any particular way." 

Shultz was interviewed from 
Brussels where he briefed NATO 
allies on his talks with Soviet 
officials in Moscow on the sum- 
mit there late next month be- 
tween Reagan arid Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

He said he did not tell the allies 
that Gorbachev and Reagan 
would not sign a treaty halving 
long-range nuclear weapons at 


the summit, but said it was be- 
coming increasingly unlikely such 
a pact would be ready in time. 

“It’s difficult and so the prob- 
ability of finishing that treaty in 
time for the Moscow summit be- 
comes less and less,” he said. 
“On the other hand we keep 
working at it." 

Shnltz also said be registered 
strong U.S. opposition to De- 
nmark’s foreign minister Monday 
against his country’s new law 
banning U.S. nuclear ships from 
its ports. 

When asked if be had told the 
Danish official be did not like 
that one bit, Shultz said: “You 
took the words right out of my 
mouth. 

“NATO works because it not 
only confers benefits so to speak, 
but it also calls for all the coun- 
tries to bear their proportionate 
responsibility," he said.

Israel closes Arab wholesalers

In the Gaza Strip, prominent 
Palestinian physician Hyder 
Abdul Shafi said army soldiers 
also were forcing people to report 
to tax offices even if they did not 
owe taxes. 

“They have to wait on line for 
hours and hours standing in the 
sun.” said Dr. Abdul Shafi. "It’s 
the name of the game. They are 
putting pressure on residents. 
They are trying to make then give 
up." 

Israeli police also confiscated 
the identity cards of several 
dozen Palestinians. 

The seizure of the identity 
cards would bar the Palestinians 
from the occupied Gaza Strip 
from entering Israel, according to 
Israel Radio, u-hich reported the 
Palestinians also were ordered to 
check in twice daily with Gaza 
police. 


Officials said the strike-break- 
ing operation was part of a con- 
certed drive to take the initiative 
in putting down the Palestinian 
uprising in which 167 Palestinians 
have died. 

In Gaza, troops raided the 
offices of the Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion, the Workers’ Union, the 
Women’s Union, the Red Cres- 
cent Medical Aid Society and the 
Engineers' Association and took 
away dozens of files, Palestinian 
sources said. * 

"They confiscated all the files 
and papers which were in our 
offices.” said Faez Abu Rahme, 
chairman of the Gara Lawyers’ 
Association. “They said they 
wanted to check ail the papers.” 

The organisations are regarded 
as dose to the PLO. Israeli forces 
are attempting to prevent -PLO 
money from reaching strikers and 
families of those arrested in the 
uprising. 


U.S. plans Taba mediation 


CAIRO (R) — The United States is trying fresh 
mediation in a dispute between Egypt and Israel 
over a speck of Israeli-held beach, Western sources 
said Monday. 


• Washington’s legal expert on 
the Taba dispute, Judge Abra- 
ham Sofaer, was expected to hold 
talks in Egypt and Israel this 
week, they said. 

It Was not clear whether 
Sofaer, who foiled to get Israel to . 
accept a compromise solution last 
December, had brought new 
proposals or would revive his 
earlier ideas. 

Taba; a 700-metre Red Sea 
beach near the Israeli port of 
Eilat, was retained by Israel when 
its troops left the rest of Sinai in 
1982 under the U.S.-brokered 
Israeli-Egyptian treaty. 

After long, fruitless negotia- 
tions, Egypt and Israel sent the 
dispute in September 1986 to -an 
arbitration panel in Geneva 
which is due* to give a binding 
ruling in July or August. 


A ruling against Egypt's case 
for sovereignty over Taba could 
cause a crisis for President Hosni 
Mubarak, diplomats said. 

A ruling against Israel’s case 
could spark fresh political strains 
in the Zionist state’s divided 
coalition government. 

Either way, an arbitrated solu- 
tion awarding Taba to one. side 
was* likely to sour ties between 
Israel and Egypt, the diplomats 
said. 

“Washington has a special in- 
terest in seeing that the Taba 
dispute is resolved without a ‘win- 
ner-takes-aU' situation," a West 
European diplomat said. 

The United States failed last 
December to forge a compromise 
that would make arbitration un- 
necessary. 


Egypt accepted but Israel re- 
jected proposals by Sofaer under 
which Egypt would get sovereign- 
ty over Taba and Israelis, seen in 
Cairo as mainly interested in con- 
tinued use of a luxury hotel on 
the beach, would get guaranteed 
access. 

Disclosure that Sofaer would 
discuss the dispute again with the 
two governments came or. the 
sixth anniversary of Israel's pull- 
out from the rest of Sinai. 

“The Egyptian flag over Sinai 
shall never fall again," Mubarak 
declared in a televised speech, 
praising Egyptian development 
efforts in the peninsula since 
1982. 

“Sinai is a dear example for 
repairing traces of aggression,” 


he said. 

Israel and Egypt are bound to 
accept the ruling of the five arbit- 
rators — neutral judges from 
Sweden, Switzerland and France, 
an Israeli and an Egyptian. 

Foreign Minister Esin at Abdul 
Meguid, speaking before news 
broke of Sofoer's new mission, 
appeared to rule out a com- 
promise. 

"It’s no longer a question of a 
negotiated diplomatic comprom- 
ise but of a legal order and 
sanction,” he said in a Cairo 
newspaper interview published 
Sunday. 

Abdul Meguid said Egypt was 
convinced its case was watertight 
but would accept whatever the 
arbitrators derided. 


Lubbers assails Israel for 
opposing peace conference 


AMSTERDAM (AP) — Dutch 
Prime Minister Ruud Lubbers 
Sunday criticised Israel for 
opposing an international peace 
conference which he said could 
settle the problems of the Middle 
East. 

Lubbers, who spoke at a meet- 
ing organised by the Jewish com- 
munity to mark the 40th 
anniversary of the creation of 
Israel, stressed the ongoing 
Dutch support for the Zionist 
state. 

However, Lubbers added in a 
reference to the Arab-Israeli con- 


flict that “only secure borders, 
laid down during an international 
peace conference... can end this 
awful situation in which two peo- 
ples of the same descent have 
now beerT living for 40 years.” 

Those borders should also be 
“internationally guaranteed with 
the involvement of (Israel’s) 
neighbouring countries and of all 
major powers.” Lubbers said. 

“Even now. in 1988, we are 
behind Israel. We choose for the 
preservation and the future of 
Israel,” Lubbers said. 


Siniora: Abu Jihad killing 
hardened Palestinians 


HAIFA (R) — Palestinian news- 
paper editor Hanna Siniora said 
the killing of the deputy military 
commander of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) has 
hardened the attitudes of Palesti- 
nians. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
left-wing party Shinui, Siniora 
said the assassination of Khalil Al 
Wazir (Abu Jihad) “has made it 
very difficult for the Palestinians 
to talk about coexistence.” 

Abu Jihad was machine-gun- 
ned to death at his home in Tunis 
in an attack widely believed to 
have been carried out by Israeli 
government agents. 

“How can I come here and talk 
about peace and coexistence 
when I bear from the Israelis that 
the only way to solve the Palesti- 
nian issue is either to nib out 
Palestinian leaders or to use rep- 


ressive measures like we have 
seen in the past few days,” said 
Siniora, editor of the Al Fajr 
newspaper. 

The army last week dosed Ai 
Fajr for two weeks. 

“Five days of closure (of the 
occupied territories) shows that 
we are being told that Israel is 
going to use the stick instead of 
the carrot,” he said. 

Siniora said a current rap- 
prochement between PLO Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat and Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad would 
aid efforts for peace. 

"Palestinian-Syrian coopera- 
tion is essential in bringing for- 
ward the peace process and in this 
way hastening the bringing of all 
the Arab countries to sit together 
and have a united front,” Siniora 
told Reuters. 


Palestinian uprising prompts 
‘war of ads* in United States

NEW YORK — On the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip, rocks 
and bullets are the projectiles of choice in the battle between 
Israelis and Palestinians. In America, the battle is waged with 
newspaper advertisements. 

“Sometimes the only way to get what you want said into the 
newspaper is to pay. for it,” said Roth Popkm, president of 
Hadassah, the Jewish women’s group that placed an ad calling for a 
dialogue between women in the Middle East. 

There are ads that call for an end to “all aid to apartheid Israel.” 
There are ads that say, “We stand with (Israelis) in your hour of 
trial, are confident in your essential decency and commitment to 
democratic values.” 

Readers of the New York Times and the Washington Post have 
grown accustomed to such ads through the years; the Christian 
Science Monitor, the Wall Street Journal, the Boston Globe, the 
Nation, Harper’s and the New York Review of Books also are 
favoured media for issues ads. 

But the volume of such ads is increasing and spreading to smaller 
newspapers like the Santa Barbara (California) news-press. 

“There’s been an increase in the number of opinion ads related to 
the Middle East from a variety of sources with a variety of different 
positions,” said William Adler, a spokesman for the New York 
Times Co. 

Robert Rawls, responsible for advocacy advertising at the Post, 
says the paper considers it an important source of revenue. 

“We particularly cany a lot of advertising on anything concern- 
ing Israel or the Middle East because those different groups have 
money to spend," he said. 

Free speech is not cheap. A full-page ad in the New York Times 
costs as much as $40,000; a similar ad in the Washington Post can 
cost $30,000. 

Though Arab- Americans have purchased some ads, most have 
been initiated by Jews, the divergent viewpoints reflect conflicts 
within the Jewish community on Israel’s policies in the occupied 
territories. 

In March, Daniel Benson and four other New York city 
professionals organised the ad hoc committee for Middle East 
policy options. 

Benson said the five put up $36,000 for the first of a series of ads 
in the Times because they wanted visiting Israeli Prime Minister 


Yitzhak S hamir to know that some American Jews support his 
position. 

They joined “the war of the ads,” as he called it, to decrease the 
pressure on Israel to “trade territory for so-called peace.” 

“We see the ‘riots’ as just another phase in the campaign against 
Israel, in the war against Israel,” said Benson. 

‘Courage to speak out’ 

In contrast, Mark Bruzonsky, an attorney who used to work for 
the American Jewish Congress, arranged an ad that advocates 
reducing both U.S. aid to Israel and military and intelligence 
cooperation. 

“We as American Jews don’t want to be associated with what 
Israel is doing,” said Bruzonsky. “It’s both embarrassing and 
shameful that the United States continues to support these policies, 
which are abhorrent.” 

“It is no secret that the Jewish lobby is extremely powerful, 
members of Congress are afraid of speaking out,” Bruzonsky said. 

“That made it more important that American Jews like ourseLves 
have the courage to speak out." 

Michael Lemer, editor of Tikkun Magazine and an organiser of 
an ad campaign calling for an end to the military occupation, said 
courage is necessary. He says he has received death threats in the 
mail due to the ads. 

But Jack Mondlak says his Fifth Avenue apartment has been 
inundated with mail supporting his foil-page ads in the Times 
calling upon Israel to maintain control over the territories. 

“It is not true what some people say that the American Jewish 
community is divided over Israel — 99 per cent are steadfast behind 
Israel,” he said. He has spent $300,000 of his publishing fortune on 
ads m dozens of papers. 

Fans Boufaafo, spokesman for the American-Arab Anti-Discri- 
mination Committee (ADC), said his organisation prefers to post 
handbills in the subway. But the committee is a member of the 
Council of Presidents of Arab-American Organisations, which has 
advertised. 

Jewish ads outnumber Arab ads by a two- to -one margin because 
“the organised Jewish community, especially in New York, feels 
very defensive about the way that Israel is perceived right now. 
They’re trying to offset that negative image with paid advertising,” 
he said.

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Soviet economic reforms face problems’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Soviet leader Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev’s economic reform programme ran into 
problems last year and things aren’t likely to 
improve in the near future, U.S. intelligence agen- 
cies said in a report released Sunday. 


' Unless Gorbachev can do 
something to turn the economy 
around, he may find himself in 
trouble, said the bleak review, 
which was conducted jointly by 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
and the Defence Intelligence 
Agency. 

“Tension within society and 
the leadership will increase," it 
said. “Bureaucrats will become 
increasingly frustrated by loss of 
privileges and status and by de- 
mands that they show greater 
initiative. Military leaders are like- 
ly to become more and more 
uneasy if benefits from the in- 
dustrial modernisation fail to 
materialise." 

“Soviet citizens will need to see 
some improvement in living stan- 
dards if the regime is to achieve 
necessary gains in worker produc- 
tivity and avoid widespread dis- 
content," the study said. 

The report concluded that “fai- 
lure to bead off these tensions 
would, at a minimum, make it 


more difficult to pursue bis eco- 
nomic programme vigorously and 
could, ultimately call into ques- 
tion his strong political position at 
home." 

Gorbachev and supporters of 
his reforms have acknowledged 
resistance at the highest levels, 
and there have been reports in 
Moscow of conflict over reform 
measures between Gorbachev 
and no. 2 Kremlin leader Yegor 
K. Ligachev. 

Criticism of the slow pace of 
Gorbachev’s reforms earlier led 
to the firing of Boris N. Yeltsin as 
Moscow Communist Party boss. 

The U.S. intelligence study was 
presented April 13 to the Con- 
gressional Joint Economic Com- 
mittee, and a declassified version 
was released by the panel. 

The study is the annual review 
of the Soviet economy, three 
years after Gorbachev came to 
power. He inherited an aging, 
extremely inefficient economy 
and made its modernisation one 


of his top priorities, the study 
noted. 

After some early success, 
“Gorbachev's ambitious prog- 
ramme to create a modern, more 
dynamic Soviet economy ran into 
trouble in 1987,” the study said. 

“Familiar problems with poor 
weather and transportation bot- 


The Soviet economy was ham- 
pered by bad weather last year, 
particularly in agriculture, where 
output feU three per ceDt, the 
study said. 

But industrial quality control 
measures also “proved to be par- 
ticularly disruptive, especially 
early in the year.” Thus, industry

“The real loser in 1987 
appeared to be the consumer, 
who — now three yeas into Gor- 
bachev’s economic programme — 
has seen almost no increase in his 
standard of living.” the study 
said. 

It -also said that for a variety of 
reasons, “the short-term outlook 
■ for Gorbachev’s .economic prog- 
ramme is not good.” 

Among those reasons are con- 
fusion about guidelines for self- 
financing reforms, deficiencies in 
1987 machine- building that will 
slow die speed of modernisation, 
transportation problems, and 
poor prospects for unproved 
worker productivity. 

Gorbachev also needs to be 
better organised, tbe study con- 
’ eluded. 

“Although Gorbachev's prog- 


duction of economic reforms.” it 
said. 

The Soviet gross national pro- 
duct (GNPJ, the total value of all 
goods and services produced, 
grew only 0.5 per cent last year, 
the study noted. That rate was 
“reminiscent of tbe late Brezhnev 
period,” it said, referring to 
Leonid Brezhnev, a Gorbachev 
predecessor who prevailed over a 
largely stagnant economy in the 
late 1970s and early 1980s. 

The study noted that the Soviet 
GNP grew by 3.9 per cent in 1986, 
the first fen year of Gorbachev's 
term, compared with 0.6 per cent 
in 1985. 

By contrast, the U.S. GNP 
grew 2.9 per cent, both in 1986 
and 1987- However, the Amer- 
ican economy measures a much 
larger base and comparisons are 
difficult.

Paris stock market falls sharply 


PARIS (R) — Shares fell sharply 
on the Paris Bourse Monday fol- 
lowing a split in a right-wing vote 
and Prime Minister Jacques Chir- 
. ac's poor performance in the first 
round of the Fjench presidential 
election, dealers said. 

Chirac won just under 20 per 
cent of the vote Sunday, com- 
pared with his target of 25 per 
cent, to trail incumbent Socialist 
President Francois Mitterrand 
who took 34 per cent. 

- But the big surprise of the first 
round was a surge in support for 
extreme right-wing leader Jean- 
Marie Le Pen, who polled 14.6 
per cent compared with pre-elec- 
tion forecasts placing him in the ■ 
10 to 12 per cent range. 

* “Le Pen took votes from both 
Chirac and (former prime minis- 
ter Raymond) Barre. He is in a 
strong bargaining position and 
the market won't like that," 
analyst Jean-Pierre Pinatton of 
brokers Pinatton said. 

The French bond and financial 
futures markets followed the 
stock market lower in response to 
the election results, while the 
French franc weakened slightly 
against the mark. 

■ The franc was fixed at 339.70 
•francs per LOO marks compared 
with Friday’s fix of 339.60, after 
touching the 340 level earlier in 


the morning, while bonds were 
trading around 60 basis points 
lower than Friday’s levels. Die 
dollar was set at 5.6880 francs 
against 5.6770 Friday. 

“The reaction of the market 
was predictable — the results are 
more favourable for the left-wing 
than the right.” Gabriel Francois, 
chief economist at state-owned 
Banque Nationale De Paris 
(BNP) said. 

“The reaction is also linked to 
the fact that last week the market 
was deluding itself,” he added, 
referring to speculation that last- 
minute public opinion polls were 
showing a strong surge in support 
for Chirac. 

On the stock market the 50- 
share bourse indicator opened 
the continuous session 1.8 per 
cent down and fell quickly in 
brisk morning trading to show a 
3.1 per cent decline. 

But some buying from foreign 
investors, taking advantage of 
cheap stock, helped stabilise 
prices and the bourse indicator 
was around two per cent lower in 
early 'afternoon trading. 

Blue chips, which fell Monday 
after a wave of buying last week, 
included car group Peugeot S.A. 
down 18 francs ($3.16) to 1,033 
francs ($181.60), insurance group 


Cie Du Midi S.A. down 42 francs 
(S7.38) to 1,748 francs (S307.30) 
and tyre group Cie Generate Des 
Ets Michelin down 4.50 francs (79 
cents) to 183.50 ($32.50). 

But a strike at Michelin and 
disappointment over lower-than- 
expected 1987 dividend payments 
by Peugeot probably also contri- 
buted to the falls, dealers said. 

“There is still great uncertainty 
(over the second round result on 
May 8) and die economy does not 
react well to uncertainty," Sod- 
ete Generate economist Alain 
Marais said. 

“This uncertainty threatens to 
block the 'trend towards lower 
interest rates in France,” be 
added, noting political uncertain- 
ty was likely to persist beyond the 
second round. 

However the Bank of France 
resisted any temptation to lift 
rates when- it left its money mar- 
ket interest rate unchanged at 
7.25 per cent Monday, as it in- 
jected liquidity into the market to 
help calm some post-election 
nerves. 

‘'No one wants to sit around as 
things get bleaker over the next 
two weeks,” one broker said in a 
reference to the period before the 
second round between Mitter- 
rand and Chirac. . 


Tandy shakes Japanese firms 


TOKYO (R) — Japanese firms 
which have bet possibly hundreds 
of millions of dollars on digital 
audio tape (DAT) have been 
badly shaken by an announce- 
ment from a U.S. company that 
could make DAT obsolete, 
analysts said Monday. 

The American firm Tandy said 
last week it had developed a 
compact disc (CD) system which 
could record or erase music, 
video or computer data onto a' 
CD disc hundreds of times. 

Company spokesmen and 
analysts in Japan were doubtful 
whether Tandy could realise its 
aim of selling its CD player- 
recorders within two years for less 
than $500. 

“Maybe it does have the tech- 
nology to produce a cheap re- 
recordable compact disc, and if it 
does then that is nobel prize- 


winning work," said one analyst. 

“How Tandy can do it so 
cheaply is really amazing.” said 
Sanae Suzuki Rawle, analyst at 
Barclays De Zoete Wedd. 

The Japanese companies Sony 
and Sharp already sell optical disc 
systems that can record computer 
data, but they cost more than 
$8,000 each. 

DAT players now available re- 
cord and play sound as clear as 
CDS, but the cheapest in Japan 
costs 120,000 yen ($960). Their 
main advantage over the CD — 
that they can record — would be 
eliminated by Tandy’s break- 
through. 

"The digital audio tape indus- 
try had thought that such an 
innovation as Tandy’s would not 
come for about 10 to 20 years,” 
said Rawle. “If Tandy can do as 
they say, then this will- have a 


very, very negative impact on 
DAT." 

However, Japan’s audio indus- 
try has its doubts. 

“At this time, with no technical 
knowledge of how Tandy de- 
veloped such technology and so 
many intangibles, it is impossible 
to make a comment on this,” said 
a Sony spokesman. 

Most doubts centred on why 
Tandy should announce the in- 
novation up to two years ahead of 
release, giving competitors a 
chance to figure out how they did 
it. 

Existing Japanese systems use 
laser beams to encode data on 
CDS but can only record once. 

Tandy has not released any 
technical information on how its 
CD player will work. 


Lawson favours halting 
appreciation of sterling 


LONDON (AP) — Britain's top 
treasury official said Sunday he 
does not want to see a further rise 
in the pound, whose strength 
sparked a disagreement with 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatch- 
er over the government’s ex- 
change rate policy. 

“I certainly do not want to see 
the exchange rate appreciate 
further,” Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Nigel Lawson said in a 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
(BBC television interview. “It 
would be unsustainable.” 

Lawson said that would dam- 
age business and industry. 

The pound had been rising 
strongly since March, when it 
broke though three Deutsche- 
marks, a rate which the govern- 
ment had closely guarded 
through intervention for about a 
year. The pound stood at 3.16 
marks, or $1.89. Friday. 

The government’s failure to 
step in and curtail the pound's 


rise pointed to the disagreement 
between Lawson and Thatcher. 

Thatcher, a strong believer in 
free-market policies, has declared 
low inflation as her principal eco- 
nomic goal and has said that 
continued intervention to curtail 
the pound's rise would be infla- 
tionary. 

Lawson advocates a stable ex- 
change rate, through the use of 
central bank intervention and in- 
terest rate manipulation. Such 
stability promotes economic sta- 
bility and makes Britain’s exports 
competitive, he says. 

“We are certainly interested in 
the maximum possibility of ex- 
change rate stability within tbe 
context of sound anti-inflation 
policy,” Lawson said on BBCs 
“This Week Next Week” current 
affairs progr amm e. 

“Low infla tion is what we've 
got. I am determined that it won t 
go up,” he said in the wide- 
ranging interview. 


Record number of Europeans 
expected to visit U.S. 


FRANKFURT (AP) — Spurred 
by the low dollar and cheaper air 
fares, Europeans from Scandina- 
via to Spain are rediscovering the 
new world and are expected to set 
a new record this year for U.S. 
visits. 

Tourist visa applications are 
flooding U.S. consulates across 
Western Europe, and tour oper- 
ators say the number of bookings 
is sharply up from last year’s 
record. 

“The numbers (of visa appli- 
cants) are increasing dramatical- 
ly,” said Ira Levy, chief of the 
non-immigrant visa branch at the 
U.S. embassy in London. 

Donald Mudd, chief of consu- 
lar services at the U.S. consulate 
in Frankfurt, said the consulate 
issued about 600,000 tourist visas 
last year. 

“We expect a 30-50 per cent 
rise this year and this pretty much 
reflects the rest of Western 
Europe,” Mudd told the Associ- 
ated Press. 

The Association of European 


Airlines, which includes 21 major 
airline companies, said the total 
number of Europeans flying to 
tbe United States has increased 
about 48 per cent since 1985. 

According to the latest statis- 
tics available to the Brussels- 
based association, 7.2 million 
Europeans took flights to tbe 
United States from January to 
October 1987. 

Officials across Western 
Europe polled by the AP said the 
first two months of this year 
indicate that 1988 will be a boom 
year for travel to the United 
States. * 

Britain and West Germany 
provide the bulk of tourists visit- 
ing the United States and the two 
countries are expected to com- 
bine for nearly two million U.S. 
trips this year. 

Levy said the number of non- 
immigrant visas issued in Britain 
for the United States was ex- 
pected to reach 900,000 this year 
from 642.000 in 1987. 


Jordan Cement 
raises output 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Jordan 
Cement Factories Company 
(JCFC) last year produced a total 
of 2,106,851 tonnes of cement at 
Fuhais and Rashadieh plants, 
thus registering an increase of 38 
per cent over its 1986’s produc- 
tion, according to a company 
report published in the local press 
Monday. 

The report attributed the in- 
crease to the active .production of 
the Rashadieh plant which went 
into frill production capacity in 
tbe past year. 

According to the report, the 
company last year sold -a total of 
1,633,870 tonnes of its cementfor 
local consumption in Jordan, thus 
registering an increase of 51,508 
tonnes over the 1986 figures. 

But the sales in 1987 were 
unlike those made by the com- 
pany between 1983 and 1986 
when the local market bought less 
quantities of the company’s ce- 
ment, the report noted. 

It said that the 1987 figures are 
encouraging, and point to a posi- 
tive development in die construc- 
tion business in tbe country. 

The company still encounters 
heavy competition on the world 
markets, and is still unable to 
market considerable quantities of 
its cement there, the report 
pointed out. 

It said that the company is 
striving to find new markets for 
its product and to increase die 
exported quantities. 

It noted that the company sold 
731,586 tonnes to world markets 
last year, far less than the man- 
agement has aspired. 

Bat, it said, it is hoped that 
1988 will witness a rise in the 
amounts of exported cement 
which would enhance the com- 
pany's self confidence. 

It pointed to the fact that the 
company is now enjoying a gov- 
ernment subsidy at the rate of JD 
2.15 on every exported tonne of 
cement, something which would 
be instrumental 1 in raising the 
company’s income. 

According to the report, Egypt 
last year pledged to import 
750,000 tonnes of Jordanian ce- 
ment of which 645,125 tonnes 
have been shipped, but the report 
noted that transportation difficul- 
ties are impeding further ship- 
ments.

Sri Lankan economy contracts 


COLOMBO (R) — Sri Lanka’s 
economy, plagued by ethnic un- 
rest and adverse weather, grew 
by two per cent last year com- 
pared to 4.3 cent in 1986, a 
government report said Monday. 

The Census and Statistics De- 
partment m its annual accounts 
for 1987 said a slowing down of 
agriculture led to the overall low 
growth in the gross domestic pro- 
duct. 

‘Reduced level of production 
of tree crops due to a severe 
drought, ethnic disturbances and 
unfavourable world market prices 
were among the factors that con- 
tributed to this uneven perform- 
ance,’’ the report, obtained by 
Reuters, said. 

Economists said major crops 
were all bit by the drought in the 
12 months from mid-1986 while a 
Tamil separatist rebellion hin- 
dered rice production in northern 
and eastern areas. 

They said defence spending, 
because of the guerrilla war, rose 
to S-4 billion rupees ($280 mil- 
lion) in 1987 from 7.8 billion 
rupees ($260 million) in the pre- 
vious year. 

The report said tbe consumer 
price index, which measures in- 


flation, rose to 10.2 per cent in 
1987 from 9.1 per cent in the 
previous year. 

Imports were worth 69.2 billion 
rupees ($2.3 million) from 63.4 
billion rupees ($2.1 million) in 
1986 while exports were valued at 
48.5 billion rupees ($1.6 million) 
up from 42.5 billion rupees ($1.4 
million). 

Tea, for decades the island’s 
biggest foreign-exchange earner, 
was beaten for the second year by 
textiles where earnings topped 
12.8 billion rupees ($425 million) 
against 9.6 billion rupees ($320 
million) in 1986. 

The textile industry recorded 
its highest growth, 27.6 per cent, 
in 1987 against 5.2 per cent in the 
previous year, tbe report said. 

Tea earnings totalled 10.6 bil- 
lion rupees ($350 million), up- 
from 9.2 billion rupees ($305 mil- 
lion) in 1986. Production rose mar-, 
ginally to 213.3 million kilogram- 
mes from 211.3 million kilogram- 


mes in 1986. 

Rice production fell to 101.9 
million bushels from 124.3 mil- 
lion bushels due to lower harvests 
and transport problems in the 
north and east where Tamil re- 
bels are most active. 

Crude-oil imports rose to 1.7 
million tonnes in 1987 from 1.6 
million tonnes in 1986. 

Exports of crude-oil products 
by the state-run Ceylon Pet- 
roleum Corporation rose to 676.2 
million rupees ($22.5 million) 
from 609.2 million rupees ($20 
million). 

The number of tourists visiting 
Sri Lanka fell to 200,000 from 
230.100 in 1986 due to ethnic 
disturbances in the north and east 
and civil unrest in the south, the 
report said. 

However, foreign-exchange 
earnings from tourism rose mar- 
ginally to 2.2 billion rupees ($73 
million) from 2.1 billion rupees 
($70 million) in 1986.

In four previous 
races Lonely Bird's only defeat had been at the hands of Tibullo 
in the Gran Critcrium at San Shro last October.

might make little difference in the 
bidding, intermediate cards can 
have a dramatic outcome on. the 
playof a hand. Switch the 10 and 9 
of hearts on this hand, and yon 
would have a radically different 
result. 

The auction doesn’t thrill us. but 
that’s how it went in a New York 
segment of the Grand National 
Team Championship. East’s double 
was responsive, i.e., for takeout. It 


showed the major suits and a limited 
holding. Some of South's actions 
are a mystery to us. 

Since East was marked with 
hearts, West tried the king of hearts 
as his opening lead. It might seem 
that East-West now must come to 
two heart tricks and a dub, but the 
heart tricks proved impossible to 
unscramble as declarer. Jarad Li- 
lienstein of Flushing, N.Y., read tbe 
hand perfectly. 

He won die ace of beans, cashed 
the king of spades and crossed to 
dummy by overtaking the king of 
diamonds, drawing the outstanding 
trumps in the process. On the ace of 
spades he discarded a club! After 
ruffing a spade high, he overtook 
his five of trumps as the entry to 
ruff the last spade, then exited with 
a dub. 

It made no difference which de- 
fender woo that trick. In the event. 
West took the club, and he contin- 
ued with the jack of beam. But that 
was the second and last trick for the 
defenders. East could not afford to 
overtake the jack of hearts, because 
that would set up the table's ten. 
Bur when West was allowed to hold 
the heart, his forced dub return al- 
lowed declarer to discard his re- 
maining heart loser from the board 
while ruffing in hand.

Stewart upsets Lewis 
in 100 metres dash 

WALNUT. California (Rj — • American Carl Lewis, in his 1988 
outdoor debut, began his quest for more Olympic gold with a 
disastrous Mart and a disappointing fifth-place finish in the 100 
metres dash Sunday at the 30th annual Mt. Sun Antnmo College 
Athletics Relays. 

Lewis, who hopes to regain the Title of "world's fastest human" 
from his archrival Ben Johnson ut Canada, was never a factor as the 
race was won by Jamaica's Raymond Stewart in 1U. 13 seconds. Lewis 
finished with a 10.29 clocking. 

"My starting block slipped around inches," said Lewis, the 
winner of four gold medals at the I9ft4 Los Angeles Olympics. 

"I expected the starter to call us back but 1 can't make them run it 
over. ! slipped, then hesitated expecting die second gun to go off.’’ 

The day-long gathering also marked the return to competitive 
athletics of American sprinter Ron Brown, a member of the U.S. 
gold medal-winning 4x100 Olympic relay team. 

Brown, who had been playing professional football for the Los 
Angeles Rams of the National Football League for three years until 
his retirement last week, ran the second leg in a 4x100 metres relay, 
which his team won in 39.09 seconds. 

"It felt a little strange to hear the gun go off, but once I got the 
baton it seemed to be okay," said Brown, who continues to feel he 
can outdo both Lewis and Johnson. 

The most exciting event of the day was another relay event, the 
men’s 4x400 metres race, pitting on the anchor leg Americans Danny 
Everett and Butch Reynolds, the first and third place finishers in the 
400 metres at the World Championships last year in Italy. 

Everett took the baton ten metres ahead of Reynolds. By the time 
they hit the wire they were virtually even. 

Everett was ahle to barely bold on, posting a time for his team of 
3:00.81 while Reynold's team was docked in 3:00.88. 

Everett himself won (he 400 metre race in 4S.37 seconds. Reynolds 
did not compete in that event. 

In the men’s discus event, 1976 American Olympic gold medallist 
Mac Wilkins finished first with a toss of 67.96 metres. Former East 
German star Wolfgang Schmidt, now competing for West Germany, 
was third with a toss of 62.90. 

The women's events were highlighted by Ramona Pagel. who set a 
New American record in the shotput with a toss of 19.36 metres. 

Newcomers surprise at U.S. Olympic Marathon trials 

In Jersey City. New Jersey, marathon newcomers mark Conover 
and Ed Eycstonc. thriving in windy conditions on a hilly course, 
surprised the favourites Sunday to finish first jnd second in the U.S. 
Olympic Men’s Marathon trials. 

Pete Pfitzinger was third among about 100 runners in the New 
Jersey Waterfront Marathon, earning the final spot on the U.S. team 
for the Seoul Olympics this autumn. 

Running in only his second marathon, Conover pulled away from 
Eyestone at the 23-mile mark and covered the 26-mile, 385-yard 
course in two hours 12 minutes and 26 seconds. 

The two had shared the lead, breaking away from the front pack of 
a half dozen runners at the 19-miie murk. 

‘T just went out and ran and everything came together. This is (he 
thrill of my life so far," said Conover. 

The 27-year-old Conover won $50,000 in the first U.S. Olympic 
marathon trial race to offer prize money. 

Eyestone, 26. running his third marathon, came second in 2:12:49 
and won $23,000. “1 didn’t consider myself a marathoner before this,” 
he said.

Evert overpowers 
Navratilova to win 
Houston tennis title 


HOUSTON (Agencies) — Chris Evert abruptly 
halted top-seeded Martina Navratilova’s 29-match 
winning streak Sunday and prevented the world’s 
second-ranked player from winning her sixth con- 
secutive tournament. 

Even, the second seed, clinched her third consecutive Houston 
title and her fifth overall with a 6-0. 64 victory in the final of the 
$230,000 Houston Women's Tennis Championship. 

The top-seeded duo of Navratilova and Lori McNeil lost the 
doubles final to second-seeded Americans Zina Garrison and Katrina 
Adams 6-7 (4-7), 6-2. 64. 

Even, who has beaten Navratilova in their last two confrontations, 
treated her like one of the lesser-ranked opponents Even had handily 
elimir\ated earlier in the week. 

Playing her steady, errorless baseline game to perfection. Even 
extended her ciay-coun record against Navratilova to 1 1 wins, three 
losses in the 80-minute long match. She also closed her career 
win-loss gap against Navratilova to 40-37. 

Her superior shot selection and consistently combined with 
Navratilova's uncharacteristically high 47 unforced errors made 
Navratilova’s game totally ineffective. 

Even precisely whizzed her down-the-line passing shots to the 
corners, preventing Navratilova from dominating at the net. Even 
also took advantage of the windy conditions, whereas the wind 
hindered Navratilova’s serve and volley game. 

In addition to making 33 more unforced errors than Even, 
Navratilova had no aces, six double faults and made only 31 per cent 
of her first serves. 

"When you're not serving well, you can't move her around, 1 ’ 
Navratilova said. "It's like a pitcher who can’t find the strike zone. 
You can’t fool the hitter. 

“I didn't serve enough first serves to make her guess and to have 
any semblance of a serve and volley game,’’ said Navratilova. 

Even won $50,000 and Navratilova $22,000. 

In the second game of the first set, Navratilova lost her serve on a 
game point double fault and was broken again by Even in the fourth 
and sixth games. 

Navratilova's first win of the match came when she held serve in 
the second game of the second set by lobbing the ball over Even at 
the net. 

The two players held their respective serves until Navratilova 
broke Even in the seventh game on a cross-court forehand to go 
ahead, 4-3. 

Even broke Navratilova, held her serve, and Navratilova's double 
fault ended the match. 

“She had the momentum going for her at 4-3 and staned to play 
well," Even said. "And I feel I just dosed out the match. I didn’t 
choke.” 

Tbe loss broke a string of five consecutive tournament title 
victories for Navratilova, who was disheartened by her performance. 

"I am still trying to figure out what happened tonight," she said. "I 
don’t know whether to laugh or cry, I was so pitiful.” 


Budd still in dilemma 


LONDON (R) — Zola Budd Sunday described herself as a "political 
pawn” as confusion deepened sumnmding her athletics future. 

The south African-born runner said she was “very disappointed” 
that she would not be able to compete for a month following her 
suspension by the British Amateur Athletic Board (BAAB) while it 
investigates her eligibility. 

"I have been a political pawn,” she said. "I want to clear my name 
as soon as possible and want the whole thing cleared up as quickly as 
possible.” 

Her coach John Bryant declared that he was encouraged by the 
day’s developments. 

“I don't think the world looks as black as it did this time last 
week.” said Bryant. 

Budd was also in a "much more positive frame of mind than she 
was last weekend,” he said. 

He welcomed the BAAB’s creation of the committee of inquiry to 
probe allegations she took part in athletics meetings in South Africa 
last year. 

"Any inquiry which is going to get at tbe truth has got to be good 
news and the fuller it is, the less of a case there will be to answer.

Kanak fatally shot in 
clash with French 


Le Pen hails political ‘earthquake’ 
as extreme right surge shocks France 


NOUMEA (R) — A young Kanak woman was shot 
dead Monday, hours after French gendarmes were 
ordered - to show no mercy to gunmen in the 
French-ruled South Pacific territory of New Cale- 
donia. 


Leopold Jorodier. a Kanak 
separatist leader, said he consi- 
dered the Paris government had 
“declared colonial war” with its 
announcement that gendarmes 
; would fire back if shot at. 

The Melanesian teenager was 
the first Kanak to die this year in 
an incident involving police. 

. On Sunday, an officer was shot 
|n Canala while guarding a poll- 
ing station. 

Three gendarmes were killed 
by armed separatists on the tiny 
atoll of Ouvea Friday. A fourth 
died of his wounds in a Sydney 
hospital Sunday. 

Early Monday, 11 gendarmes 
were released after 72 hours in 
the hands of the separatists. The 
search for a remaining 16 police 
hostages continued in the thick 
forests on Ouvea. 

The captured men were taken 
Friday as part of the Kanaks 1 plans 
to disrupt Sunday's local govern- 
ment elections and to highlight 
their fight for independence. 

In the elections, the right-wing 
RPCR Party linked to French 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac 
took control of all four regional 
assemblies in the territory. The 
Kanak Melanesian separatists 
previously controlled three. 

The teenage woman was killed 


during a gunbattie between police 
and separatists in the village of 
Canala, where seven gendarmes 
were shot and wounded Sunday, 
a spokesman for the French High 
Commission said. 

He said gendarmes trying to 
leave the police station ■ ex- 
changed fire with separatists 
laying siege to the building. 
When the separatists scattered, 
the body of the 17-year-old was 
found, he said. 

Kanak sources said the woman 
was 300 metres from the incident 
when she was hit by a shot which 
they believed came from a police 
car. 

France's Minister for Overseas 
Territories Bernard Pons, sent to 
Noumea after Friday's attack, 
told reporters shortly after arriv- 
ing that the government would do 
everything necessary to contain 
violence in the territory. 

Pons said ‘he believed there 
were four Kanaks on Ouvea who 
had spent time in Libya. One had 
undertaken some kind of military 
training there, he added. 

“Everyone who wants to use 
violence should know I have 
given instructions that anyone 
attacking the security forces 
should be neutralised,” Pons 
said. 


“The gendarmes have received 
‘orders to use every means, and, 
in particular, I have told them to 
answer gunfire with gunfire," 
Pons said. 

No difference 

Jorodier, number three in the 
Kanak National Socialist Libera- 
tion Front (FLKNS), reacted 
strongly: “With this policy there 
is now no difference between 
Israeli soldiers who shoot at 
Palestinian children and the 
French gendarmes in New Cale- 
donia.” 

Pons said the 11 hostages had 
been released uninjured when the 
kidnappers realised the security 
forces were dose. None of the 
kidnappers was caught, he said. 

French officials are maintain- 
ing a strict sflence about events 
on Ouvea, where about 300 gen- 
darmes under the command of an 
army general are combing die 
atoll. 

Radio reports speak of security 
forces arresting 10 people and 
cutting off any movement in and 
oat of the northern half of the 
atoU where the search is concen- 
trated.

“But no one 
can believe that 15 per cent of 
France is fascist. That is simply 
not true.” 

Le Pen's score was not enough 
to take him into the second round 
run-off on May 8 — to be fought 
between Socialist President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand and Conservative 


Prime Minister Jacques Chirac. 

But pollsters believe it puts him 
in such a strong position to put 
pressure on the ruling centre- 
right coalition to come to a deal 
with the former paratrooper if 
Chirac is to have any chance of 
unseating Mitterrand. 

Le Pen, who picked up only 0.7 
per cent of the popular vote mien 
be last stopd for the presidency in 
1974 and 10 per cent in the 1986 
parliamentary elections, said: 

“From now on, nothing can be 
done without die' National Front 
nor against its wishes.” 

In a triumphant mood at his 
mansion in the Paris suburb of 
Saint Cloud, be rounded on polls- 
ters, who failed to predict the 
extent of Le Pen’s surge, accusing 
them of a disinformation cam- 
paign.

Solis Palma names 
new cabinet ministers 
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PANAMA CITY (AP) — Faring 
tough economic conditions, 
Panama's civilian chief executive, 
Manuel Solis Palma, named 
seven new cabinet members to 
“confront the grave situation fac- 
ing the nation.” 

But Solis Palma acknowledged 
in response to reporters' ques- 
tions late Sunday that Panama's 
critical economic problems have 
been long in the making and are 
not only the result of U.S. econo- 
mic sanctions against the country. 

“There are many things that 
are not new," Solis Palma told a 
news conference Sunday night 
after introducing the new mem- 
bers of his 12-member cabinet. 
“These problems preceded 
General Mannel ‘(Antonio) 
Noriega." 

Noriega, chief of Panama's De- 
fence Forces, is under indictment 
in U.S. courts on charges of drug 
trafficking. 

The U.S. government has been 
seeking Noriega’s ouster since 
last summer, applying sanctions 
that have brought Panama's eco- 
nomy to its knees but have not 
yet budged the general. 

Solis Palma said he would 
name new heads of some semi- 
autonomous agencies and depart- 
ments Monday. 

All ministers and department 
chiefs offered their resignations 
to him last week. The new minis- 
ters replace officials that Solis 
Palma inherited when be was 


replaced deposed president Eric 
Arturo Delvalle. 

The legislative assembly, 
dominated by Noriega’s suppor- 
ters, fired Delvalle Feb. 26, one 
day after the president tried to 
dismiss Noriega. Solis Palma was 
named to run the government, 
with the title of Minister in 
Charge of the Presidency. 

Solis Palma said the primary 
gpal of his new adminis trative 
team would be to- reopen the 
nation's banks, closed since 
March 4 because of a lade of 
money to cover withdrawals by 
panicky depositors. 

Ricardo Arias Calderon, presi- 
dent of the Christian Democratic 
Party and a leading opposition 
figure, said Solis Palma's action 
appeared to be aimed at giving 
his administration legitimacy, 
“the impression that it is really a 
government. 

“But I think it represents abso- 
lutely nothing really new for the 
public, for the opposition,” Arias 
Calderon said. “It remains an 
illegal, government, run by 
General Noriega and nothing 
more than that.” 

Power cot 

In another development, the 
state- run electric utility cut power 
Sunday to a U.S. embassy annex 
and the apartments of at least 45 
of the mission's 180 American 
employees for non-payment of 


their bills. 

Workers from the Hydraulic 
and Electrical Resources Institute 
spent much of the day disconnect- 
ing electrical meters at apart- 
ments inhabited by embassy «t«ff 
members, whose power bills ha- 
ven’t been paid in more than two 
months. 

Embassy Spokesman Terence 
Kneebone said the U.S. govern- 
ment has not paid bills for its 
employees because of economic 
sanctions against Panama. 

Kneebone said the embassy 
and ambassador Arthur Davis’ 
residence had power, although 
‘the electric bills for those facili- 
ties also had not been paid.

White S. Africans launch anti-apartheid group Britain’s Communist Party revived 


CAPE TOWN (R) — White South Africans launched a new 
anti-apartheid group Sunday and were told they could be placed 
under surveillance or even detained by the authorities because of 
their opposition to the government. Prominent anti-apartheid 
campaigner and lawyer Dull ah Omar told about 100 people, 
mostly whites, at the launch of the Cape Democrats that the 
organisation would have a stormy life. “It has taken great courage 
to launch an organisation of this kind in a period of severe 
repression in which any action you take is going to be monitored. 
You will find yourself subject to surveillance. Hopefully, you will 
be able to prevent the situation of many of our compatriots who 
find themselves out of circulation because of their non-racial 
ideals,” Omar said, referring to hundreds of activists detained 
without trial under emergency rale. The Cape Democrats is an 
extra-parliamentary group open to people of all races in Cape 
province. But it is mainly aimed at bringing more members of the 
white minority into the fight against apartheid. 

Problems plague Chernobyl on anniversary 

MOSCOW (AP) — - Sloppy repairs, drunkenness and nepotism 
are rampant at the Chernobyl nuclear power plant, where 
managers act “as though there hasn't been an accident,” Pravda 
said Sunday in an unusually critical report. Medics, teachers and 
veterinarians and people without any higher education were given 
engineering jobs at the plant, the Communist Party daily said on 
the second anniversary of the world’s worst nuclear disaster. It 
also accused Chernobyl’s managers of trying to “resolve at any 
cost” obstacles to full electricity production at the plant “to the 
detriment of the quality of repair and maintenance of extremely 
intricate equipment.” The scathing attack was a departure from 
the numerous articles appearing in the Soviet press before 
Tuesday's anniversary of the April 26, 1986, explosion and fire at 
the power plant 130 kilometres north of Ukrainian capital of 
-Kiev. The explosion spewed radiation around the world, forced 
the evacuation of 135,000 Soviets and killed 31 people. The 
previous stories have stressed the extensive safety equipment 
installed at the plant, improved worker training, the decrease of 
radiation to safe levels ana return of people to surrounding areas. 


LONDON (AP) — The Communist Party of Britain reorganised 
Sunday after dissolving last year in a disagreement over the 
direction it should take. Delegates from throughout Britain 
agreed at a congress Sunday that the newly formed party should 
operate under the rules that existed before the party’s moderate 
wing won control in 1985. In 1985, the moderate faction won all 
45 seats on the executive committee, routing the pro-Moscow 
faction and the party collapsed. The 150 delegates to Sunday’s 
congress elected an executive committee of 39, which plans to 
hold its first meeting May 7. Card-carrying membership in the 
party was 10,350 in November 1987. Founded in 1920, the party 
had 50,00 members in 1945 but it has declined steadily and has not 
had a member in parliament for 38 years. 

African refugees now number 5 million 

GAGOS. Nigeria (AP) — The number of refugees in Africa has 
risen from 4 million to 5 million in the past year, largely because 
of regional instability in southern Africa, a United Nations official 
said Sunday. The U.N. High Commission for Refugees repre- 
sentative in Nigeria, Sylvester Awuye, told the news agency of 
Nigeria that many Mozambicans had fled their homes due to the 
conflict which pits their government against the South African- 
backed Mozambique resistance movement. African states should 
individually and collectively deal with the root causes of the 
refugee problem by dismantling apartheid. South Africa’s system 
of racial separation, and by solving disputes between communities 
and nations, Awuye said. 

Diarrhoea kills nearly 500 in Bangladesh 

DHAKA (R) — At least 500 people have died in Bangladesh 
since March in a diarrhoea epidemic caused by contaminated 
water and food, doctors said Sunday. They said most victims were 
from the southern Pfrojepur, Patuakhali and Barguna districts 
and Pabna in the north. Three thousand people had so far been 
infected and hospitals were receiving hundreds of patients every 
day- The doctors added that shortages of staff and medicine was 
hampering treatment. 


Obando sees U.S.-Sandinista talks 

MANAGUA (AP) — The archbishop of Nicaragua says he 
believes die United States and Nicaragua’s Sandinista govern- 
ment ultimately will hold talks despite U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan’s staunch support of the contra rebels. Roman Catholic 
Cardinal Miguel Obando Y Bravo said Sunday that peace talks 
between the government and the rebels may be a prelude to 
bilateral talks between the Sandinistas and the United States. “I 
am not a political expert,” he said. “But I believe that as the 
Nicaraguan government moves toward democrat! sation and it and 
the contras fulfill the peace agreements, the time will come when 
the two (Nicaragua and the United States) will sit down face to 
face.

Blind, deformed children abandoned 

PEKING (R) — Railway authorities have opened an official 
register of abandoned babies after 38 infants were found in 
Peking's main train station last year, the newspaper Life News 
-said Monday. It said most of the babies found by station staff were 
blind, deformed or retarded and were believed to have been left 
by peasant parents who hoped the children would be well brought 
up in the relatively affluent capital. Last week, another Chinese 
newspaper said 25 homeless beggars had died of cold, hunger or 
illness in a 15-month period in the waiting rooms of Peking’s 
second largest railway station, in a rare official repent on 
destitution in the capital. 

Mozambique needs 900,000 tonnes of food 

MAPUTO. Mozambique (AP) — The government said it needs 
more than 900.000 tonnes of food aid over the next 12 months to 
feed almost 6 million people affected by war and drought, the 
national news agency AIM reported Sunday. The announcement 
by the Ministry of Trade's Food Security Department came on the 
eve of a United Nations-sponsored donors conference to be held 
Tuesday and Wednesday in Maputo. The 42 governments and 
donor organisations participating in the conference are to make 
financial pledges for food assistance to Mozambique.

NEW YORK — Irish Prime 
Minister Charles Haughey’s sug- 
gestion of a new political struc- 
ture as a lasting solution to the- 
problem of Northern Ireland, 
made during a U.S. visit that 
ended Sunday, hi g hli g hted grow- 
ing tensions with Britain over the 
province. 

Hadgbey’s suggestion in a New 
York speech at the start of the 
visit drew fire from British. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher who 
accused him of “knodting” die 
1985 Anglo-Irish accord that 
gives Dublin a say in the running 
of British-ruled Northern Ire- 
land. 

But Haughey repeated the sug- 
gestion in a speech at Harvard 
University Friday and, strongly 
implying criticism of Britain’s 
handling of Northern Ireland, 
said: “Temporary, ad hoc solu- 
tions, crisis management or horri- 
fied response or reaction to the 
latest atrocity are not enough.” 

Hanghey’s visit to the United 
States came as polls showed sup- 
port for the Anglo-Irish accord 
-bad seriously slipped in Ire- 
land, and 53 per cent of the 
electorate want British troops out 
of Northern Ireland immediately 
or within five years. 

Haughey said although the 
agreement had to be honoured, 
several events this year had 
strained Anglo-Irish relations. 

Drey included Britain’s deci- 
sion not to prosecute Northern 
Ireland police accused of a shoot- 
to- kill policy, the killing by Brit- 
ish troops of three unarmed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) guerril- 
las in Gibraltar, and Britain’s 
refusal to allow a retrial of six 
Irishmen who said they were 
wrongly convicted of bombing 
two English pubs. 

Haughey said in New York that 
“the failure to prosecute those 
identified as having been impli- 
cated in a sboot-to-kfll policy, the 
rejection of the Birmingham Six 
appeal... have had serious im- 
plications for public confidence in 
the system of administration of 
justice.” 

“I wish to assert my conviction 
that a solution guaranteed to last 
... and to bring peace and stabil- 
ity will only be found in a new 
political structure.” 

“If violence, division and con- 
frontation continue unabated, the 
conclusion must be that it is the 
entity of Northern. Ireland itself 
...that is the problem and that no 
solution is in fact posable within 
its confines.” 

‘Violation of democracy’ 

Haughey, who has said in the 
past he believed Northern Ireland 
had foiled as a political entity, 
called the 1920 partition of Ire- 
land by Britain a “violation of 
democracy.” 

Speaking Friday at Harvard’s 
Kennedy School of Government, 
he said: “Partition was imposed 
for the benefit of those who 
mistrusted majority rule. Its im- 
position by an outside power in 
die government of Ireland Act in i 
1920 can be seen as a violation I 
of democracy...” 

In another speed) in Boston 
later that night at a function 
hosted by Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy, Haughey said: “Our aim 
should be a lasting solution, not 
just crisis management.”

No happy-ending for 
Eva, Adolf : 

MUNICH (R) — The last letter 
written by Adolf Hitler’s lover 
Eva Braun before she committed 
suicide was sold to a foreign 
collector for -13,500 marks 
($8,800) at a Munich auction 
house Saturday. The passport of 
Braun, who married the Nazi 
dictator on April 29. 1945, in his 
Berlin bunker a few days before 
their deaths, also raised 13,500 
mar ks at the same sale, the Her- 
mann Histories auction house 
said. Braun wrote the letter to 
her sister Gretl on April 23, 1945, 
a few days before she killed her- 
self by taking poison. “Our end 
can come any minute and I want 
to make use of my last opportun- 
ity to tell you a few things,” 
Braun told her sister in the two- 
page, typewritten letter. “You 
must take the necklace that the 
fuehrer (Hitler) gave me for rixy 
last birthday ... the fuehrer him- 
self no longer believes a happy 
end is possible ... but naturally 
we do not intend to let ourselves 
-be captured alive.” A waterco- 
louk painting which Hitler 
painted in 1945 also came under 
the hamm er at the. Munich auction 
for a price of 17,000 marks 
(£10,180). 

Hiding out ... for 44 
years 

MOSCOW (R) — A World War 
II Soviet army deserter hid for' 
44 years in the cellar of his wife’s' 
home in a Ukrainian farming 
village, emerging only occasional- 
ly at night, a Moscow newspaper 
reported Sunday. It said the man, 
Ivan Kondratyenko, was disco- 
vered at the end of January by 
police; investigating a fire in the 
village of Shew±enkovo, near the 
city of Kontop, northeast of Kiev. 
According to the newspaper, 
Stroitelnaya Gazeta, Kondraty- 
enko was a healthy 25-year-old 
when he first took refuge in the 
cellar and emerged as skinny, 
bent old man wife grey hair and 
an ash-white face. The newspaper 
said he first deserted in fee au- 
tumn of 1941, soon after the 
Soviet Union entered fee war 
following its invasion by Nazi 
Germany, and set tip house under 
German occupation with a local 
widow in Shevchenkovo. When 
the village was liberated by the 
advancing Soviet army in late 
1943, Stroitelnaya Gazeta said, 
he was given a chance to redeem 
his offence and sent'to the front, 
but within two months deserted 
again and returned home. Both 
his son, bora during the war, and 
his brother told police they had 
tried to persuade Kondratyenko 
to give hims elf up but he consis- 
tently refused, fee newspaper 
added. It gave no indication 
whether he had been arrested or 
would face legal charges. The 
Soviet Uniqn has no statute of 
limitations on offences committed 
during World War II.
